Johannes Von Iiieber, 
state president at Wurtenberg, dem­ 
ocratic party, and Dr. Heinrich Al­ 
bert, r«*mcmbered for his exploits in 
the United States, where he was at­ 
tache«! to tlie German embassy dur­ 
ing the early years of the war.

that Genera! 
VatiZeckt would retain his post as 
national 
dire«*tor, 
possibly 
with 
stronger power. 


Stresemanu’s resignation late yes­ 
terday came after he had failed to 
retain support for his coalition cab­ 
inet in the face of strong attaches, 
principally by socialists. 


The chancellor demanded a “ show 
down’’ on his poli<*ies and a vote of 
mi «confidence followed.

was 239 to 155.

The holding of tuberculosis clinics 


in various counties of Indiana, as a 


part of the state-wide fight against 
the “ White Plague" has been an im­ 
portant factor in 1923 in the educa­ 
tional 
program 
which 
has 
done 
much to keep the death rate from tu­ 
berculosis in many Indiana counties 
going 
downward. 
Several 
clinics 
have been held in Rush county. 


Murray A. Auerbach, 
Executive 
Secretary of the Indiana Tuberculo­ 
sis Association, pointed out 
today 
that a total of 89 clinics has 
been 
hehl in many counties of the state by 
expert clinicians operating from the 
Indiana 
Tuberculosis 
Association. 
These clinics have been held in ad­ 
dition to others held in some parts 
of the states under tlie direction of 
lo«*al physicians. 
At these 
clinics 
1,373 patients were examined dur­ 
ing the year, Mr. Auerbach said. Of 
this number tuberculosis was found 
to be present in 401 eases, and 327 
others of those examined were sus­ 
pected of having tin* disease in some 
form. By reason of 89 clinics held, 
175 new eases of the disease were 
discovered. 
“ The value of tlii" state-wide hold­ 
ing of tuberculosis clinics «loes not 
li«’» alone in the discoveries actually 
made at the clinics,’’ Mr. Auerbach 
haps, come from the wi«le spread in- 
hups, come fro mtlie wnle spread in­ 
terest in the whole anti-tuberculosis 
movement that is developed in each 
community where clinics are 
hehl 
and tuberculosis truths are discov­ 
ered. It is hoped that the annual Tu­ 
berculosis Christmas Seal, which is 
now under way in 92 Indiana coun­ 
ties, will be so successful that the In­ 
diana Tuberculosis Association 
will 
be able to amplify its clinical work 
among the tuberculosis of (he state 
next year and that proceeds of the 
Sale also will be adequate to provide 
regular clinic hours in manv counties 
of the state where heretofore 
such 
has been impossible.” Expert elirii- 
eal activities 
throughout 
Indiana 
are one of the important necessities 
for a 
state-wide 
anti-tuberculosis 
program in tlie opinion of Dr. E. M.

The rare ef- 
ftejency Which permits mobilization 
of its resources to meet almost any 
prompt relief provided for the vic­ 
tims of the Japanese earthquake and

Prophecy is usually supposed to 
be a solemn occupation, and the }>ro- 
phet a tall haggard man with a dis­ 
tant gaze and a long white beard. As 
a matter of fact, however, the real 
prophet often has a flow of facetious 
humor through his pen and does his 
predicting with a smile on his face.

MANY CLINICS HELD HERE 


Hoped That Xmas Seal Sale Will be 


So Successful To-Permit Ampli- 


fying of Clinical Work 


The holding of tuberculosis clinics 


in various counties of Indiana, as a 
part of the state-wide fight against 
the "White Plague" has been an'im- 
portant factor in 1923 in the educa- 
tional program 
which has 
done 


much to keep the death rate from tu- 
berculosis in many Indiana counties 
going downward. Several 
clinics 


have been held in Rush county. 


Murray A. Aucrbach, 
Executive 


Secretary of the Indiana Tuberculo- 
sis Association, pointed out 
today 


that a total of 89 clinics has been 
held in many counties of the state by 
expert clinicians operating from the 
Indiana 
Tuberculosis 
Association. 


These clinics have been held in ad- 
dition to others held in some parts 
of the states under the direction of 
local physicians. At these 
clinics 


1,373 patients were examined dur- 
ing the year, Mr. Auerbach said. Of 
this number tuberculosis was found 
to be present in 401 cases, and 327 
others of those examined were sus- 
pected of having the disease in soiue 
form. By reason of 89 clinics held, 
175 new cases of the disease were 
discovered. 


"The value of this state-wide hold- 


ing of tuberculosis clinics does not 
lie alone in the discoveries actnally 
made at the clinics,". Mr. Anerbach 
haps, come from the 'wide spread in- 
haps, come fro mthe wide spread in- 
terest in the whole anti-tuberculosis 
movement that is developed in each 
communky where clinics are 
held 


and tuberculosis truths are discov- 
ered. It is hoped that the annual Tu-

The popular interest in the house 


convinced the Association's Direc- 
tors that it was the Harding shrine 
of America and should become part 
of the memorial. It will probably be 
necessary to erect on .the property 
a small fireproof structure to house 
he vast number of Harding mementos 
that have been assembled since his 
death. 


The home, it is believed, will con- 


tinue the objective of 
pilgrimages 


for those to whom Mr. Harding's 
kindliness and human sympathy 
so 


greatly appealed. 


The executive committee also con- 


templates the establishment of 
a 


Chair of Diplomacy and Functions 
of Government in some leading uni- 
versity.

ideals of the late President. He often 
spoke to intimate friends of 'the need 
of special training for our represen- 
tatives in foreign countries.

coordination and 


greater efficiency which he had been 
able to bring about in the various 
government departments. It is pro- 
posed to include special. instruction 
for executives of the Government in 
the Chair of Diplomacy and Func- 
tions of Government.

tax-Exempt Securities 


The next session of congress 


should take up the question of-tax- 
exempt securities. The congress will 
take up this question if it desires to 
be as fair to the man of small means 
ami t lie .poor man as it is to men of 
millions. 


When the government wants 
to 


borrow money it issues bonds that 
are exempt from taxation. 
These 


bonds usually'bear around 4 percent 
interest. 
' 


Millionaires buy up these bonds in 


large quantities because they 
are 


non-taxable. They are more profitable 
to men of swollen incomes than high- 
er interest bonds that are 
taxable, 


because the surtax v.'ould more than 
eat up the difference. 


The man of modest means can not 


afford to buy them because the inter- 
est rate is loo low, and he has no 
surtax that he wants to cheat. 


If men of great wealth were re- 


quired to buy the same bonds 
the 


poor man buys, and at the same rate 
of taxation plus.the surtaxes, hun- 
dreds of million's of dollars would be 
added to the government treasury, 
and this in turn would justify a gen- 
eral reduction of taxation without 
inflicting an injustice upon any class. 


Local Taxes Greatest -turden 


We now find that the plight of the 


wheat farmers of the Northwest is 
due as much if not more to the ex- 
travagance of local governments us 
to any other cause. Members of the 
War Finance Corporation have rer 
ecntly returned from an inspection 
trip to that section, and report, that, 
"The borrowings of state, county, 
and municipal agencies have 
been 


stimulated io such an extent that the 
aggregate interest, and therefore the 
aggregate taxes have increased to a 
point where they represent a serious 
burden.'' Those states are made up 
of farming communities, and that ex- 
cessive tax burden is falling directly 
on the fanners. While the national 
administration 
oafs ireduced taxes, 


and is-fiitling-espenidtures prepara- 
tory to further reductions, local gov- 
ernments arc borrowing more money 
for pro.jects that could easily wait. 
What the federal 
government 
"is 


saving the taxpayers the state and 
county governments are taking from 
them, in most instances.
